ASKED TO FIND THE 
SLAYERS OF SHELTON 


WASHINGTON, 
March 
7.—The 
American Legation at Pekin has re­ 
quested the Chines© government to 
take Immediately all possible meas­ 
ures to apprehend and bring to trial 
the robbers who murdered Dr. A. L. 
Shelton, an American missionary at 
Batang, on February 17. It was an­ 
nounced yesterday at\th e state de­ 
partment. 
The announcement said that the 
action of the legation at Pekin was 
taken upon 
receipt 
of a telegram 
from an American missionary at Ma­ 
ts- ¿ giving an account of the mur- j 
^er. Dr Shelton was a medical mis-1 
slonary of the church of the Disciples 
of Christ. First news of his death 
was received in a telegram address­ 
ed to the General Mission Board of 
his denomination at St. Louis. 


WASHINGTON, March 7.—The in­ 
capacity and lack of sincerely 
dis­

A. L. Boat wick, statist lean of the 
Liberty Central Trust Company of 
St. Louis, has compiled a table based 
upon the recent government census, 
showing the comparative standing of 
Missouri with other states as to its 
agriculture activities. 
The bulletin 
Issued reads: 
The Census Bureau has just issued 
its final bulletin summarizing the 
nation’s 
agricultural 
statistics, by 
states. We have made an analysis of 
the data as presented, 
with special 
reference to the standing of our own 
state, Missouri, with respect to the 
other 47. 
The 
findings furnish 
additional 
evidence, not only 
of 
our 
great 
wealth in farm products, but also our 
high rank as compared to other sec­ 
tions of the country.
